phe. Vidette: ‘Mr. J. A. Macrae, In- 
prea of Protestant Indian Schools, does not 
t ink the Industrial schools fulfil their mission, 
owing to their being under clerical control. In 
his annual report to the Indian department he 
says: ‘‘No very marked lines has yet appeared 
between the boarding and industrial schools. 
The latter have not yet assumed the character 
that their name suggests. Small children of 
too tender years for industrial training (as such 
training is coming to be known in the world’s 
schools) and the children physically unfit for 
training that requires strength, have been taken 
into these institutions. The consequence is 
that, in many instances, they continue to be 
little more than boarding schools, though sup- 
plied with instructorsand appliances for carrying 
on industrial work. The government provides 
means, directly or biudizectty, and expects pupils 
to be trained as artisans or agriculturists. But 
the churches control the schools and aim often 
primarily at the formation of religious charac- 
ter, to this end obtaining as pupils children of 
most tender years. These, fit inmates as they 
are for eg are quite unsuitable for indus- 
trial schco's. The age at which the mind is 
most plastic is not the one best suited for man- 
ual training which involves physical labor. 
Observation daily teaches that very young 
children might be boarded at less expensive 
schools than the industrial, and that these lat- 
ter to be effective should be made more exclu- 
sively and distinctively of that type which their 
appellation suggests.”

set at the examinations for promotion our 
Public Schoo's, last week, seem, on the whvle, 
well calculated to to test the acquirem 
the pupils, though there is a lack of unformity 
in the degree of difficulty of papers in different 
subjects. The comparative value of subjects, 
appear, also, to have been overlooked ; for, 
instance, a full paper on composition was valued 


the papers were to be examined by as many 
different persons most clear and definite rules 
as to marking should have been laid down, yet 
we can quite conceive that many different plans 
were actually adopted, all in accordance with 
the directions issued. Yet these are all minor 
points to the fact if this examination is to bea 
uniform test of our schools, the papers must be 
examined by the same individual. With the 
most honorable intentions on the part of every 
teacher, it is certain that there must be great 
variations in their judgement of answers; that 
one will be more severe or more lenient than 
another goes without saying. Of course it is 
too much work to impose on the inspector, but 
we would suggest at a very small cost it would 
be possible to get individual teachers in the 
Territories, or Manitoba, to deal with the whole 
number of papers on the subject, and thus 
ensure that they would be marked fairly on 
their merits; free from individual idiosyncracies. 
Then, but not now, the results of the examina- 
tion could be considered as alepesioey > setting 


the status, and equalizing the grading of our 
schools.

THE LAND OFFICE. 


The Regina Leader has the honor of bein 
the only newspaper in the Northwest to publish 
anything to throw discredit in the recent action 
taken by the Rae: of Edmonton to protect 
their own and the public interest in the land 
office matter. Under the head of ‘‘The Edmon- 
ton affair” the Leader says : 


“One of our subscribers favors us with the 
following extract from a private letter received 
by him from a friend at Edmonton, with regard 
to the recent disturbance there and which 
throws some new light on that occurrence : 

‘‘Edmonton is passing through a crisis. The 
Dominion government wish to move their land of- 
fice across the river so as to permit immigrants 
on their arrival to obtain land without crossin 
the river. In fact the choice free lands are al 
taken within a radius of 15 or 20 miles from 
North Edmonton. Well, of course, this means, 
as there is not a hridge, the loss of custom to 
merchants in North Edmonton and the boom- 
ing of South Edmonton, and as the merchants 
admit, had they land south of the river they 
would endeavor to get the land office there. 
You see they have no fine feelings on the matter 
at all, just simply their own pockets, and they 
have Lnabignted a number of irresponsible people 
to actually carry arms and defy the authorities. 
The land agent here is a worthy old gentleman, 
beyond any taint of unfair or crooked dealings, 
in fact not one of his enemies can say anythin 
against his honor. Moreover, he is a trusted 
servant of his department. The Dominion gov- 
ernment should show ali these rebels no favors 
and instruct the police to put down the riot 
with a firm hand and teach them that mob law 
may rule in New Orleans, but not in Canada, 
and especially our great and grand Northwest. 

‘*Kven suppose that the land agent was wrong 
in moving his office, the people of the town (7) 
had not the slightest reason or right in acting 
in such a lawless manner ; it is not the duty of 
the government to help owners of property to 
boom townsites, and the government surely 
have the power and right to put their land office 
where it will convenience new settlers more 
than old ones, who should at least, be accli- 
matized and able to rustle along. 

‘The resolutions passed in St. Albert have 
not been sanctioned by any of the leading busi- 
ness men, and, in fact, their sympathy is with 
the government land agent. These are the un- 
biased views of anyone not a boomer.”

THERE was an important auction sale of 
horses on Wednesday afternoon last at M. Me- 
Cauley siab'e. Three Clyde stallions and a 
Clyde mare and colt, brought from Ontario this 
spring by A. Begg, were sold, together with 
ehout 30 ranch horses, belonging to Lsaac Potter.

The 
three year old “Cleaner” was sold to Z. Mleming, 
Belmont, for $490. The two vear old ‘*Major

$200. The Clyde mare and colt were purchased 
by Malcolm McDermott, of Stony biain, for 
$225. The ranch horses, belonging to Mr. Pot- 

. ter, sold at an average price of about $50, the 
prices running from $11 for a colt to S111 for 
one house, The stallions ‘‘Ringer” and ‘“(lean- 
er” had traveiled this season and their earnings 
went with them, 

Lupwie Dirszprock, representing Spiro & 
Co., agents for the Allan line of steamships, 
Hamburg, visited the Edmonton district last 
week in the interest of German immivration, 
He visited the German settlements at Stony 
Plain, Rabbit Hill and Beaver Hills and found 
them all prosperous and contented. The original 
settlements made last summer by the colony 
from Dunmore, Assa., have been’ very greatly 
increased this season by arrivals direct froin 
Germany and from Manitoba and Ontario, Mr. 
Dieszbrock has taken a list of the homesteads 
entered for by Germans in the Edmonton dis- 
trict and tinds that they amount to 160, As 
these have been taken almost entirely by heads 
of fanailies, estimating five to a family, which is 
certainly not over the mark, it shows that the 
German population of the Edmonton district 
has increased from nothing on May Ist of last 
year to 800 at this Plate. Mr. D) ssorock says 
that the Edmonton district seems to suit the 
German people exae ly, It is what they have 
beeu looking for all the time, and he predicts a 
pen influx of Germans to this part of the
